pharmacy dispensing fees.>
#2. Page 50, by inserting after line 19 the
following:

<Sec. .  MEDICAL ASSISTANCE == PROVIDER
REIMBURSEMENT INCREASE. Notwithstanding section 8.57,
prior to the appropriation and distribution to the
senior living trust fund and the cash reserve fund of
the surplus existing in the general fund of the state
at the conclusion of the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2006, and ending June 30, 2007, pursuant to section
8.57, subsections 1 and 2, of that surplus,
$14,497,989 is appropriated to the department of human
services to supplement the medical assistance
appropriation in this Act made from the general fund
of the state to be used for the purpose of increasing
provider reimbursement rates by 3 percent over the
rates in effect on June 30, 2007, in the succeeding
fiscal year as provided in this Act.>
